In the scheme 
of national and world transporta- 
tion they are even more useful 
There is this difference, that rail 
Ways may be duplicated or 
rivaled, while rivers can not. So 
far as the railway systems of Can- 
ada extend towards the naviga 
‘tion of the Mackenzie there is no 
transportation problem. But from 
the most extreme point of these [ 
systems the Mackenzie the 
problem is vital. That is to say, 
the railway systems of Canada 
connected with the navi 
gation of the Mackenzie by fur-| 
ther railway extensions the 
Mackenzie river oil can of no 
use to mankind

Mackenzie is Peace River town. 
It would seem that any exten

It is true 
that the value of the oil field has 
not yet been proven, and that 
until it is proven the construction 
of the 400 miles of railway connec- 
tion would not be warranted. But 
on the other hand a railway con- 
structed northerly for at least 100 
miles from Peace River town is! 
an absolute necessity for the agri-| 
cultural development of the Ver-| 
milion district of the Peace river | 
country. The Vermilion country} 
is at present only accessible by | 
steamer or pack horse in summer. 
There is great advantage in hav- 
ing steam boat connection for six 
months in the year. It is good;

Provincial Credit, 

Ontario has sold an issue of pro- 
amounting to ten 
millions and drawing interest at 
six per cent. The interest rate is 
the same, and the selling price not 
materially different, as in the case 
of the bond issue recently sold by 
the Provinee of Alberta. 

Ontario controls, and adminis- 
ters for revenue purposes, the 
crown lands and other natural re- 
sources within its boundaries; Al- 
berta does not. Apparently On- 
tario has not succeeded in making 
the possession of these resources 
play any large part in boosting the 
credit of the province. Judged by 
the prices obtained for bond issues, 
Ontario’s credit is no better than 
that of Alberta 


At least it cannot be claimed that |

Our 
finances are evidently handled to 
the satisfaction of those who have 
money to lend, and our credit is no 
more doubted than that of the

The Young Turks 

Gather at Rome. 

The Young Turk party would 
like the Allies to expel the Greeks 
from Thrace and Asia Minor, with 
draw their surveillance over the 
Dardanelles, and hand back the 
territory taken from Turkey.

But it is not an agreeable 
fact that the Young ‘Turks have 
been holding their conelave in 
Rome. There is in this a further 
suggestion that Italy is not in as 
complete accord with the other Al- 
lied powers as could be desired in 
relation to the readjustment of 
things in the eastern Mediterran- 
ean. The Adriatic question has 
been settled on paper, but in a way 
that leaves the Italians remember- 
ing their disappointments rather 
than their gains.
